University  is  thinking  of  turning 
anthropologist.

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 


George  Molnar  was  born  on  Anzac 
Day,  1910  in  Hungary:  was  educated 
at  the  Royal  Technical  University  in 
Budapest,  graduating  in  1932  as 
architect  —  engineer.  He  established  a 
good  practice  and  enhanced  his  repu¬ 
tation  by  winning  many  design  com¬ 
petitions. 

George  came  to  Australia  in  1939 
where  he  practised  architecture  in 
Canberra.  Among  the  buildings  he 
designed  there  is  the  present  Russian 
Embassy,  intended  originally  to  be  a 
boardinghouse. 

During  the  war,  he  worked  at  the 
Ministry  of  Munitions  on  all  sorts  of 
urgent  and  secret  projects  which 
included  tanks,  hospital  ships,  and  a 
floating  army  headquarters.  None  of 
which  were  ever  used  —  the  war  having 
been  won  in  the  meantime. 

In  1945  he  joined  reluctantly  the 
teaching  staff  of  the  school  of 
Architecture,  at  the  University  of 
Sydney  to  help  out  “for  a  few  weeks”. 
After  twenty  years  of  teaching  he 
moved  in  1965  to  the  University  of 
N.S.W.  where  he  is  still  working  as  an 
associate  professor. 

Most  architects  practising  in  N.S.W. 
have  received  their  final  architectural 
polish  from  him. 

“Look  at  the  buildings  going  up 
around  us,”  grumbles  George.  “I  think 
I  have  wasted  thirty  years  of  my  life.” 

Academic  life  is  punctuated  by 
three  yearly  sabbaticals:  during  which 
George  made  many  trips  around  the 
world  to  keep  himself  and  his  students 
up  to  date  with  the  latest  develop¬ 
ments  in  architecture. 

But  George  probably  is  best  known 
for  his  cartoons.  He  started  first  with 
the  Telegraph  and  since  1952  with  the 
Sydney  Morning  Herald. 

The  London  Times  said  “George 
Molnar  is  far  and  away  the  best 
Australian  cartoonist  —  in  a  country 
where  the  tradition  of  black  and  white 
illustration  is  very  strong. 

“He  has  added  to  the  Australian 
achievement  in  this  field  an  outlook 
that  is  fresh,  sophisticated  and  refined 
in  consent  and  aesthetic  in  form”. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Molnar 
Exhibition  at  the  Architectural  and 
Planning  Forum  1970  in  Canberra,

fellow  Tattersall’s  member,  H.  C. 
(Nugget)  Coombes  said  —  “George  is 
a  tolerant  person  -  he  can  differ¬ 
entiate  without  effort  between  the 
despised  activity  judgement,  or 
opinion  and  the  person  who  performs 
it. 

“A  meeting  of  George’s  friends  is  a 
mixed  bag  with  an  element  of  oddity 
or  zaniness,  flaunted,  half-hidden  or 
deeply  secret. 

“One  imagines  George  observing  our 
minor  or  major  lunacies  with  affec¬ 
tionate  but  dispassionate  amusement 
and  building  up  a  store  of  visual  and 
verbal  comment  for  the  future.  He  is 
an  artist  and  commentator  on  human 
affairs  who  ranks  with  the  great 
masters”. 

George  has  written  numerous 
articles  on  architectural  and  building 
problems  which  appeared  in  technical 
journals. 

He  collaborated  on  and  illustrated 
many  books  for  the  general  interest 
among  which  are:  “Oh,  for  a  French 
Wife”,  “Cooking  for  Bachelors”, 
“Cooking  for  Brides”,  “Australian 
Account”,  “Sydney  Observed”,  “Don 
Juan  in  Melanesia”,  “Boomerang”  etc. 

Books  of  his  own  are  “Statues”,  “In 
Substantial  Pageant”,  “Postcards”, 
“Molnar  at  Large”,  the  last  two 
containing  his  travel  articles  and 
drawings  from  his  trips  abroad. 

He  has  just  finished  a  book  for 
children  and  is  working  on  a  collection 


of  moral  tales  for  adults. 

His  cartoons  and  articles  are  pub¬ 
lished  and  republished  in  many  over¬ 
seas  papers.  These  include  The 
Christian  Science  Monitor,  Time,  Life, 
Noir  and  Blanc,  The  Times,  Sunday 
Times,  The  Observer,  Punch,”  etc. 

Other  artistic  activities  of  his  are 
murals,  posters,  stage  design.  “I  even 
had  once  an  exhibition  of  pictures  in 
the  Macquarie  Galleries.  It  was  long 
ago.  I  found  a  box  of  pastels  in  a 
drawer  and  had  to  make  use  of  it.  It 
was  a  success.  Every  picture  was 
bought,  one  by  Bob  Menzies.  Now 
there  is  a  statesman  for  you”  says 
George.  “May  be  I  should  have 
another  exhibition  soon.  My  children 
leave  lots  of  coloured  pens  laying 
around’.’. 

As  a  recognition  of  his  services  to 
architecture  and  journalism,  George 
was  accorded  the  O.B.E.  in  1971. 

George  is  a  great  sportsman,  who 
likes  sport  for  its  own  sake.  “I  have  to, 

I  always  lose”,  he  explains.  “I  am 
looking  at  present  for  somebody 
whom  I  can  beat  in  squash.  It’s  getting 
more  and  more  difficult”.  In  his  youth 
he  played  water  polo.  “We  were 
always  beaten”,  and  he  still  swims  his 
warming  up  mile  at  Seven  Shillings 
Beach  in  the  summer  and  at  Tatter¬ 
sall’s  in  the  winter. 

“My  tennis  is  not  what  it  used  to 
be.  About  twenty  years  ago  I  some¬ 
times  played  singles  with  Adrian  Quist 
(another  world-famous  Tattersall’s 
member).  He  used  to  give  me  to  start 
five  games  and  the  service.  All  I  had  to 
do  was  to  win  one  lousy  game.  Never 
did.  Those  were  the  days”! 

George  also  paddles  a  two  seater 
kayak  Ragah  around  the  Harbour,  “I 
hope  one  of  my  children  will  grow 
into  the  other  seat  and  do  the  work”. 

He  married  in  1963  Carol,  daughter 
of  Tattersall’s  member  Reg  Pluck,  and 
has  two  children  Katie  5  and  Chris¬ 
topher  7. 

As  we  reluctantly  concluded  our 
notes  we  could  not  but  feel  that  the 
delight  which  George’s  gifted  pen 
arouses  and  depicts  is  equalled  only  in 
discussion  by  the  unexpectedness  of 
topic  each  providing  a  happy  occasion 
for  joyful  mirth  or  gusty  laughter.
